JEWS’ RIGHT TO PALESTINE. 


. 


"If the war has done no other good it has at least shed the light 
’ of modezn thoygh$ en some’ of the dark corners of the earth, and 
nowhere in all'the warring countried has more good been accom- 
plished in such a shogt “pace of time than in Palestina, for four 
centuries underthe benighted rule of Turkey. Reuter’s Agency 
yesterday told us thet “the Zionist de'egates (Drs. Hokolow and 


. Weizmann), who were heard by the Peace Conference at Paris, 


claimed the right of the Jews to constitute Palestine as a National 
Home under the trusteeship of Great Britain as mandatory of the 
League of Nations. .The rights of all existing non-Jewish com- 
munities would be respected and safeguarded. The Zionists have 


proclaimed to the world that the Jewish people still lives and wants | etavity 


.to live, but the restoration of Palestine which they demand is not 
the restoration of a rast number of individual Jews as free citizens 
of.whatever state may be established there, nor merely the exten- 
sion of the present system of Jewish colonies owning scattered 
districts, with freedom-to manage their own business and local 
affairs. It is the establishment of the Jews as a nation under 
. Jewish law, in possession of the whole of the Jewish land, and 
using, of course, the Hebrew language. Their own words ate” a 
» Jewish Palestine’ and “the establishment of a Jewish national 
This term also appears in the memorable declaration of 
Great Britain to the Jews through Mr. Balfour: “A home for 
Fuaeisma, for Jewish civilisation, es well for some millions of Jews 
im the ancient Iand of Israel.”” 

The Jews want Palestine, the whole country, to be the 
home of the Jews and they want to live under their. own 
Jaws, not indeed with the outward shell of #¢ State, but 
with the inner kernel of free and independent institutions. This 
desire is most.natural to a people, who, while heroically preserving 
their national spirit through eighteen centuries,.of dispersions and 
‘many persecutions, are without the experience or the means 
required for government and its international duties. A Jewish 
Palestine or a Jewish National Home might have been previously 
the heavy stuff of which dreams are made. It is now a slice of 
reality. An ancient and invisible star seemed indeed to point the 
way. That star tothe Jews all over the world is an idea, appre~ 
hended but not beholden, but, unlike an idea, it is physical, tangible, 
fixedin time and place. That star is Zion, The Jews receive 
‘moral support from the prophesy of Micah: “But in the last days 
it shall come to pass that thé mountain of the House of the Lord 
-Shallbe established in the top of the mountains, and it shall be 
exalted above the hilis and people shal! flow unto it. And many{ 
‘nations shall come, and say, Come’ and let us go up to 
mountain of the Lord and to the house of the God of Jacob and He 
will teach us‘of His ways, and we will walk in His paths, for-the 
* law shall shall go forth of Zion and the word of the Lord from 
,Jernusalem.”* 

Jewish opinions have not agreed as to what is to be the supreme 


' powerin Palestine. Some conceived a wide and undefined inter- 


‘national suzerainty, others a protectorate by a single great Power 
or by.a League of Nations, while some suggested that it should be 


assumed by Great Britain, France or Italy. The Zionists seemed. 


now’ to have arrived at a uuanimous decision, and, according to 
Reuter, they are in favour of rule by the’ ‘League of Nations with 
Great Britain as mandatory. When the aim of Zionism is accom. 
“plished, Palestine will be the home of the Jewish people not because

because it will be the centre to which all Jews will look as their’ 


home and the source of. all thatis most essentially Jewish. Pales-|. 
tine will be the country i in which Jews will be found, just as Ireland 
isthe country in which we would look for the real Irish type, 
though there are more Irishmer outside Ireland than in it.

INFLUENZA. 

It will have been noticed from 
a Morning Post telegram which 
we publishad yesterday that thé 
influenza outbreak in Shanghai 
and that 
numerous cases, especisily 
amongst foreigners, are develop- 
ing preumonia. This, of course, 
is the worst form of the complaint, 
for practically ali the deaths 

following the “flu” 
from supervening pneumonia, In 
pointing out that Shanghai is 
uncomfortably near Hongkong, 
we have no desire to create a 
scare, but we emphasise this 
point again because we. are 
anxious that due precau- 
“be taken here against | 
spread of the disease. 
The public itselfcan do its part 
in this direction by observing even 
elementary rules ofhygiene. But 


we think the time has come when’ 


the health authorities ought to be 
issuing @ circular of advice con- 
taining simple hints asto what pre- 
cautions should be taken to guard 

against a possible epidemic. 
These should be freely circulated 
amongst both the European and 
Chinese communities, for there is 
nothing like ‘taking time by the 
forelock in matters of such 
. An ounce - of prevent- 
ion is worth many pounds of cure, 


A NEW BANKING ENTERPRISE. 

Too much importance cannot 
be attached to the British bank- 
ing amalgamation which has just 
been formed, We refer to the 
establishment of the British Over- 
seas Bank, the capital for which 
has been furnished by the Anglo- 
South-American Bank, the Glyn- 
Mills-Currie Bank, the Northern 
Banking Co. the Union Bank of 
Scotland, and the Williams Dea- 
‘cons Bank. Thescheme represents 
an entirely new development in 
British banking, a “development 
which has become very necessary 
owing to the ever-changing con- 
ditions. In every sphere of nation- 
al and industrial life, we can see 
a tendency towards the establish- 
ment ofcéntral authorities, for we 
have learned by experience that 
only in this way can good results 
be obtained. Now more than 
ever is co-operation and mutual 
assistance required, and the banks 
mentioned above have taken a: 
bold and far-seeing step. In the 
next few years British trade will 
heed all the help it can get, and 
the British Overseas Bank is a. 
teal effort in ¢ irection, for it 
aims at providing. additional 
facilities for British import and 
export trade, and at centralising 
the working of the differant 
banks, each of which covers 
different territory. The'‘new bank 
intends to establish branches 
abroad, which will make it un- 
necessary for each of the five 
banks to have a separate branch 
abroad and: still be represented 
throughout the world. The move 
is a far-seeing one and will un- 
doubtedly meet with success.

SOLICITOR ANDSOLICITOR'S 


In. the Summary Court this 
morning, before Mr. Justice 
Melbourne, Mr. R.C.. Faithfull 
claimed from Chan Chun-shan, 
solicitor's. clerk the sum of 
$205.35, under” a verbal con- 
tract _hetween plaintiff and 
defendant, in February, 1918, and 
as balance for monies received 
on account of plaintiff.to pay 
away, bat which defedant had 
failed to pay.

after crediting $150 paid 
by defendant to plaintiff 
since the action was’ brought.

2. The amount of plaintiff's 
costs due from the -Mow Lan Hin 


firm to the plaintiff in Summary |, 


Jurisdiction action No. 133 of 
1918 ‘and ,payable by the defen- 
dant to the ‘plaintiff under the 
terms -of his engagement “with 
plaintiff—$133.70. 

3 Amount handed by plaintiff 
to defendant on May 3, 1918, for 
payment to the Sui Fung firm, 
but which defendant has neglect. 
ed to do—$31.45. 

Mr. Faithfull said the facts. of 
the case were rather painful, 
because they showed what went 
on in a solicitor’s office behind 
the solicitor’s back.
